THE GRADUATING CLASS. 

The occasion of tlie final issue of the "Daily" for the session 
marks the pnssinR of the iRst of the regular student activities for' 
the year. AVithin a few wecits niany of the most prominent of the 
student leaders will have passed into other spheres of activity and 
the work which they have so ably done in helping to maintain the 
standards of the university will pass into other hands. In many 
ways the years during which the present graduating class have 
studied at .'VlcGill were different from any that passed before. Start- 
ing their courses at a time when the student activities werv being 
rebuilt after the period of quiet during the war, their's was the task 
of reconstruction incident to a full revival of every branch of under- 
graduate endeavour. The past year has seen' a period of activity 
unequalled in the history of intercollegiate student activity and the 
men who are about to graduafefromthc university may do so with 
a sense of having worked well and successfully. 

: In other ways, too. the present graduating class has seen the 
beginning of a new chapter in the history of the university. During 
t^e.few years during which they have pursued their studies at i\lcGill 
the beginning of a period of expansion has taken place that promises 
to grow to an extent that exceeded any of the limits of imaginatiori 
of the students of other years. New buildings arc being erected and 
the groiind is being broken for still more, while plans have been pre- 
pared for other additions and i; .provements that will take many 
years to complete. Changes in the academic standards have been 
made in many cases, also, and every one seems to have been in the 
nature of a distinct improvement, while the addition of many dis- 
tinguished scholars to the Faculty would indicate that the standards 
which have always been maintained in the past will continue to be 
as high as ever. There are none of the men in the graduating classes 
.who would hope to see the university choose any other program than 
that of. cbnser^'ativc progress which has '«arked the plans adopted 
Withîn~the last few years. McGill must keep its place as a university 
ifor all of Canada: non-sectarian, and non-sectional. 

,.:^E!he men who are graduating can judge of the value of the 
courses they are just finishing only by the attitude they thismselves 
have taken ' towards college life.. If they have only acquired a cer- 
tain amount of utilitarian knowledge, they have not obtained every- 
thin^^^blc diiring their stay at McGill. The extra-curriculum ac- 
tjv itîj^^Mit t the university, the frirendships formed, and the hours 
spentiin'laleness, must all play their part in the education of the 
young man, and anyone who has not joined in every part of the life 
about the college has not secured the utmost from hia education. 

The viewpoint of the mHjority of the men has undergone rad- 
&al changes since their advent to the university. Many of the eus- 
^ms and traditions which at first appeared to them foolish have later 
.tippeared wise. The enthusiasm of the boy fresh from high school 
Concerning the university he has chosen to attend has changed to a 
deeper and lasting feeling of respect for their college. There are 
iiany faults which they see but none of them can loom up large 
Igainst the solid and reassuring background of the university. They 
^ave acquired the spirit of the university and that will stand them 
m good stead. 

|, Under present conditions, the McGill graduate takes a much 
greater part in the affairs of the university than was the case a few 
years ago. No longer need the man who has received a degree con- 
flrie his connection with the university to occasional reunions and 
peasant memories. The present day graduates play an itnpojtant 
p^rt in the government of the university, while the plans made at 
Àe Centennial Reunion last fall guarantee that there will always be 
fflink between the graduates and the university. The men .who have 
obtained the greatest possible amount from their college courses will 
riot want to lose touch with AlcGill. They will realize that the spirit 
that bound them to their Alma Mater during their undergraduate 
days will not allow them to forget her when they left the halls and 
^e far from the campus.

There are some who say it does not, 
and that on this continent the sdlf-mtwie, self-educated p««on has 
the better chance. The United States in particular is cited as a 
country of opportunity for the youtli with ambition and business 
ability rapthcr than with a University education. Very well — let us 
itest it by reference to 'Who'^ Who in America,' the recognized 
work of reference for the outstanding figures in ithe United Startes. 
Open it Qit any page — here is a page at the letter M : 

M'Farland, 'Walter Martin — engineer — graduate U.S. Naval 
Academy. 

M'Farlane, Arthur Emerson — ^autilior— B.A., University of To- 
ronto. 

M'Farlane, Charles T. — ^Professor— graduaite University of 
Vienna. 

M'Fie, John Robert — ^Jtidgc— Randolph College, I|lHnois. 
M'Gannon, Matthew Chairles — Phy,sician-^M.D.,- McGill Uni- 
versity. 

M'Gai-rali, Albert Franklin — Clergyman— graduate Western 
Theological Seminary, Pittsiburgh.

That is, out of eight names on the first page taken ait random, 
seven have had a college education. 

"In Canada, perhaps the percentage of University graduates 
might be smaller, but it i^s a percentage which is rapidly gromng. 
Sir Robert Falconer, President of Toronto Univcrsiiy, has calcu- 
lated that the graduate body in Canada numbers twenty thousand. 
This would he about one per cent of the total number of heads of 
families . in Canada. If, however, you were to analyse the record 
of the leading citizens in Canada, you would probably be under- 
estimating the percentage of University graduates if you claimed 
one in five, or twenty per ceiit. 

"On tlii,s basis of calculation, the cdWege graduate has a-twcnty 
to one chance in his favor for success under present conditions in 
Canada. This chance, however, does not come for the asking, but 
only to those who work. There are college men in Canada digging 
ditches and slouching in the bread line. All ithait the University 
can do is to equip itj? students wi'th education whicli enables them 
to win a place in a profession if they adapt themselves to ciraim- 
stances and apply themselves steadfastly and honestly to their 
work. Their ultimate success depends upon their own characters 
and, while this is true, it must not be forgotten that the possibili- 
ties of their success arc greatly enhanced hy the fact that they are 
equipped by training to meet the problems, the solution of which 
will assist in their own progress. The trained mind of the imiver- 
sity graduate sihould assist him in avoiding mistakes, and the 
fewer mistakes he makes the greater is t'hc average man's success. 
College education will not necessarily supply the personal incen- 
tive, the ambition and the spirit which makes for a man's success 
and the lack of which brings failure,. but it does assist in eqiiippng 
a piece of human machinery to do 'the work it is called upon to per- 
form. 

"The practical opportiyiities of any college graduate, of course, 
depend upon the country's development, and in this respect Canada 
should be among the first, if not the first, of all countries. It is 
young, largely undeveloped in natural resources, which are of great 
variety, and will increase in population and in industrial expansion. 
With this natural expansion goes opportunity to young men and 
it is not an exaggeration, itherefore, to say that Canada is a land of 
great opportunity." 




ALASKA UNIVERSITY IS 
NORTHERNMOST 

The "northernmost" university in 
the world will -open its doors next 
September at Fairbanks, Alaska. The 
Alaska Agricultural College and 
School of Mines will Ibe within one 
hundred miles of ihc Arctic Circle, ac- 
cording to Charles E. Bunnell, former 
United States District Judge at Fair- 
banks, and ■presid'cnt of the new in- 
stitution, who is visiting -colleges in 
the states for the purpose of obtaining 
:i faculty and ■equipme:nt. 

The recently completed Alaskan 
railway from Seward to Fairbanks, a 
dislnnoc of 467 miles, 'lias made pos- 
sible ilie development of the interior 
of AIask.^, bringing with it the need 
for the scliooi. According to Judge 
Bunnell, the school will be as practical 
as possible in its work, attempting to 
solve the problems of the Alaskan 
miners and farmers. At the outset 
tlic college wjll offer courses in agri- 
culture, general -science, home eco- 
nomics, and mhiing. Special 'courses 
will bc -^vert to aid in the work of in

ARE RADICAL 



More Elasticity in Choice of 
Subjects Allowed 



SESSION LONGER 



Collège Opens October 2 in 
All but Law Faculty 



WhuTi CoHiîRO opens it? iloor? vrx\ 
fall Ihn nnly nLtliejil clinnf;oy to Im oli- 
frvfid in ciirriculn in llic vnrimi? de- 
paxlinenls •will bo in tlio Arts fiietilty. 
This Faculty will bcnofit by the ndop- 
tion of tho program-nio ot reiorms 
(Irîi-n-n iij» hy a special conunittco which 
v\'n3 prison '0(1 to and accepted liy the 
Ooqioriition at Q mcetinp; held on the 
]3th of this aucjiith. Practically a com- 
ploto Tovisioai of thij course ia embodied 
in these chanjjos, and an entirely now 
policy has been intjrbduced in the lec- 
turp courses. 

Contrary to eipccfations tlio length 
onijig of tho Kcssion^ by the addition of 
two extra weeks of 'lbcturcs. as decided 
upon last year will not call for an ear- 
lier oponine in the Arts Faculty. Lec 
turcs will be rcsuinrd in nil PacuUics, 
with tlio eiccption of Law, on October 
2nd. The eriibrj'o lawyers will enter 
upon their laborious duties almost two 
weeks before their fellow students in 
other Faculties; and the session will 
open for thorn on September ISth. On 
this date al.so, the Consnrvatoriuni of 
Music will welcome back it-s studeiiis. 

Next year, tho Arts students will bo 
rcfjuirpd to continue their work in th(> 
i;Ias3 room tinlil the eud of Ajiril. Ks- 
aniinatiniis will then commence, nnd 
will bo terminated in tho middle .of 
May. This is in accordance with tho 
aforesaid decision to lengthen the ses- 
.«ion. -Science students will ccaso lec- 
tures at tho usual time, and will .still 
be compelled to attend .'ummcr school 
in Juno. Medicine will go on into 
Juno, as in tho past. Law students -will 
proceed ou a basis of a thirty-ono woek 
course, including cxaminationp, and will 
fud their year'.s work some time past 
the middle of May. 

An effort is being made to eliminate 
tho necessity of holding two Convocn- 
lions, ns in the past, UilTiculty i? 
found, however, in correlating tho com- 
pletion of the work in the various fac- 
uitics. For insUnce, the Arts and Law 
courrcs will bo brouglit to nn end nnxt 
year witWirS'-fe^f 118:^^ o'f'"cnch other, 
and Convocation for ho^li could bo held 
near tho 1st ol^ June. But; tho Scieni'p 
seniors will be finished around the l.^t 
of May,' and cannbt. bo expected to 
wait over for a month. In Oiis con- 
nection the authorities are taking steps 
to bring about n lengthening of the 
.«^opsinn in the senior year of thai fac- 
ulty, so that they may hold Convoca- 
tion at least with tho Arts and Law 
graduates. The problem of bringing 
^fedicine into consonance with tho other 
Faculties, for the conferring of do 
grecs simultaneously on all gradur.tn.î 
is also under coiwidcralion. 

This' spring Convocation in Arts and 
Science will bo hold on Ma.y 12th. whiib 
tho Law studont-s will he required to 
\\::it for the McdiL-nl Ciinvncj.tic'.i ic 
.Ii.ne, in ordor to rcreivi} llioir dpgioivj. 
This will incur some ln:'on\ cn.cnee to 
tlioso slndonts in Law who are impa- 
tient to leave town for^thoir homes o 
other out.sido points. 

Fow alterations are beinjj made in 
the Fncultio.'i other- thani'those in^Arts. 
At the basis of tho now system in the 
latter Faculty is the policy of allow- 
ing more freedom of choice to stu 
dent.i. The number of compulsory sulj' 
Jt'iits has boon materially reduced, and 
even Freshmen arc permitted 'o eicr- 
cifc indcpomlent jnd;,'i!int in several 
i.Tuss. They will not bo roi|uirB'l nocc! 
sarily to lako Pliysics no':t year, for in 
.-tnnec. And tho Sophom'ii'i i may e» 
iMp',' taking Latin if v.ny of ;)icm so iln 
.-iire. On tlio whole, grcatrr elasticity 
in choice of subjects marks tho new sys 
le'ni throughout. 

Erajui nations will bo held throe 
times a year, with tho mid-se^sionals 
taking place. nearer iIic 1st of February 
because of the lengthening of tho term 
Those falling below tho standard In 
half of their 'sub.iccts in two succès 
sive tests will Ijc placed on "proba 
tioa. '■ ' Thi.î status will entail dis 
quali lient ion from partii-ipaling in 
cla.ss or colloge athletics; and from 
holding clitas office or being on the ox 
ecutivo of a college society. Failure 
to rise above tho "dcadlino" on tli 
third attempt will result in forced dis- 
continnanco of uffendance at coIIphc. 

Tho extension of the lecture week to 
include Saturday morning will bring 
about a ro<luctiqn. of afternoon Icclure-s 
to a minimum. This will give more op- 
portunity for private work in the 
Library, and will lobvinto wherever pos- 
sible the breaking tip. of tho afternoon 
period by Iceluros. , , . 

In accordance with the above change 
the time-table has been revised and 
consists of all thrco-hour full courses; 
loeturr-s in any one course will lliiis 
lake place on Motlduy, Wednesday and 
Friday, (ir Tuesday, Thursday and ,%t- 
urday. This will also allow for tho 
completion of shorter courses at the 
end of the first lerm, so that new ones 
may be taken up then.. This does.nwny 
with the old system of spreading short 
half courses over the, ^'^"l" year. 
Six .three h'piir.i.coiiiges Will; compose ! 



the work of the first year, ivith fifteen 
hours in the .sophomore, and twelve 
liiiurs in the last twii vears. 

Honour courses will iMimnienec in fu 
tnro in second year instead of in tlie 
Junior Year, as heretofore. Certain re 
strictions, of roiir>e, will be placed on 
tiip l'dîidilinii under which tlii'se conrsP~ 
nia.v be taken. .In the ordinar.v coursp, 
;li'.ce .-tili.jei'ts arc to bo chosen in the 
>ceond year to 1h> carried through the 
next two years. These .sub.iccts are to 
I'O known as "continuation" subjects, 
iind will bo selected from two groups. 
Two other snb.jects are ehusen in ihe 
'ocond year .and one in tho thlril and 
•■.nirth. 

Another rather important reform will 
be in tho institution of an efficient tn 
Inrial and advi.sory system, Fro.>»hmcn 
will select nn advisor from the staff bo- 
fore their actual re;.'is! riitiiin. and will 
register their choice ;i( siili.iecU only 
after lonsultat ion with their advisor. 
Each advisor will have no more than 
ten students under his .supervision, and 
thus will Imî .able to give adequate in- 
lividual attention. 

Fur an ordinar.v degree with di.s- 
tinction, 75 per cent, of tho miLximum 
mnrks n,s»ignod in one half of the snb- 
.ioets in the third and fourth oIn«s, and 
not less than 00 per cent, of the re- 
mainder, will lie rrquircd. 

Tho first year 13. Sc, course in Arts 
will consist of I'l hours of lectures and 
G hours laboratory work each woek.

Changes to Take Place in 
Building 3 V; 

Extensive .alterations in the interior 
of the Union have long been under 
ontcmpl.Ttion by tlie Union House 
Coinmittce, and upon t-lieir reconiinen- 
dation being brought l)eforc the Coun- 
cil, the latter lias decided upon a pro- 
gram of renovation to bo instituted 
during the coniing summer and to be 
completed by the beginning of the 
new session in October. 

The cloak room will be removed 
from its present location to the left 
of the main entrance, and Instead will 
be placed downstairs where the locker 
rooms arc now situated and where it 
lias been customary for the men to 
check tlieir hats and overcoats on the 
nights of the Union dances. By this 
change it is hoped to provide more 
adequate checking accommodation, 
and at the same time leave space up- 
stair; for certain improvcntcnts' deem- 
ed necessary. 

The first of these will 'be the •con- 
version of the old cloak room into an 
open room for athletic clubs and com- 
mittees. That tliis will serve a long 
felt need requires no emphasis; it will 
give a centre for the direction of uni- 
versity athletic afifairs and the attend- 
ance of a stenographer to look after 
the needs of the managers AviU greatly 
assist and expedite «lich supervision. 
Besides this there will be a room for 
the exclusive use of members of the 
Students' Council, adjoining the office 
of the secretary of the Council. These 
arrangements, it is .felt, wiH be a great 
convenien<x, an<i will remove many o: 
the handicaps which ihave been to a

Work on Gymnasium Will

As far a.s is known iit present, llio 
only unit .of tho University Building 
progr.xnime that it has been definite- 
ly decided to proceed with this .spring 
is tho Patliulogical Building, which will 
bo built on tho North-ctist corner of 
University , Street and Tine Avenue. 
This building is beiup erected out; of 
the Rockefeller Inslilntc's contribution 
to tho Centennial Endowment Fund, 
and the Royal Victoria Hospital has of- 
fered to pay $100,000 towards its crce 
tion, provided that work on it starts 
this Spring. Tho architect's plans have 
licen prepared and tenders are being 
called for, work to bo started u.s soon 
as thcso have been passed upon and 
the contract lot. 

With regard to tho Gymna.'-ium and 
Dormitory Building, drawings havo 
boon prepared by Nobbs and Hyde. 
Architects, and tenders havo been call- 
ed for,' but whether work will be pro- 
ceeded with this spring or not will de- 
pend on tho decision of the Board of 
Governors, before whom the estimat- 
ed cost of the building will bo jihiced. 
There seems to be a reasonable elmnco 
of tho Gîovcrnors sanctioning tho com- 
mencement of work, but in nny ease if 
will bo about the first of .Tuly before 
construction can be started, and there 
is no po.ssibility of the building being 
ready by the beginning of nest ses- 
sion. 

Tho same applies to tho New En- 
gineering Building to bo erected on the 
sonth-wpst eorner of University and 
Milton Streets. Tho Department of 
Arehitceturo are in charge of tho de- 
sign of this buildin.g, and plans have 
been prepared. Test pits are being 
sunk no-w to i|ct ermine tho probable 
depth of excavation, but the, decision 
to proceed must come after the Gover- 
nors' iiiiiefing. 

It has been definitely decided that 
no work will bo done on the Arts Build- 
ing this summer. The authorities feel 
tiat -as- only a- certain'âjuount' of - money- 
is available for remodelling tills btdid-

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FACTS ABOUT QUEBEC 



TERRITORY 



The Province of Quebec is the largest of 
the nine provinces in point of teirritory, 
comprising an area of 703,653 square miles, 
of which 15,969 are làkes. The area organ- 
ized into municipalities is 24,317,662 acres or 37,996 square miles, 
thus showing that the greater proportion of the province is largely 
tjnsettled. This is due to the annexation of Ungava to the province, 
for old Quebec comprised but 187,402 square miles, as against 
703,653 square miles. Quebec comprises one-fifth of the total area 
of Canada. A better comparative idea of the territory of the pro- 
vince is gained when figures are compared. The. Qiiebec square 
mileage is 703,653, that of Ontario 407,262, of British Columbia 
255,855, of Alberta 255,285, of Manitoba 251,832, of Saskatchewan 
251,700, of New Brunswick 27,985, of Nova Scotia 21,428, of Prince 
Edward Island 2,184, of the Yukon 207,076, and thère are 1,242,224 
square miles in the North-West Territory. 

The Statistical Year Book of the Province of Quebe for 1920, 
speaking of Quebec's territory, comments: 



(MINOARIES 



"It (Quebec) is an imthense peninsula 
surrounded by the waters of Hudson's 
Bay, the Atlantic Ocean, the Gulf of St 
Lawrence, and Ottawa River. The in- 
terior is but little inhabited. Properly speaking the shores of the 
St. Lawrence and Baie des Chaleurs and the banks of the Ottawa 
river are inhabited by a population living in communities. The 
extreme inhabited parts on the north are in the county of Lake St. 
John and the Abitibi region. Situated as it were in the centre of 
the eastern provinces of the Canadian Confederation, in control of 
almost the entire navigation of the St. Lawrence and of the mouth 
of this river, the Province of Quebec might be said to hold the 
gate and keys of Canada, and no importation, no exportation takes 
place from Europe to Canada, or vice versa, during eight months 
of the year, without passing through the ports of Montreal and 
Quebec. This favorable location assured the province of more than 
half the trade of Canada. 



WATERWAYS 



Quebec is well provided with waterways. 
In addition to the mighty St. Lawrence, 

which traverses most of the province, 

there are various other navigable rivers 
and also a system of canals. The Saguenay river is navigable as far 
as Chicoutimi. A canal connects the Richelieu river with the Hud- 



son river via Lake Champlain. The principal canals on the St. Law- 
rence are those of Lachine, Beuuharnois, and Soulangcs; and other 
canals are the Carillon and Grenville on the Ottawa, and the St. 
Ours and Chanibly on the Richelieu. 



POPULATION 



Estimates from provincial sources of 
population place the figure at 2,432,251 in 

1918j of which 1,168,368 are classed as 

urban and 1.263,883 as rural. When the 
populations of Montreal and the City of Quebec are deducted 
it will be seen that there has been little disturbance in population 
in the rest of the province as compared with 1911. Of late years, 
notably the last ten years, a number of smaller cities have grown 
up, such as Three Rivers, Sha,winigan Falls, Sherbrooke, Hull, 
Grand'Mere, Granby. and La Tuque. 



COLONIZATION 



Colonization in the Province of Que- 
bec is being encotiraged, and is on tlie 
increase. The Government spends 
over half a million dollars per year for 
building roads alone. Districts in northern Quebec, notably the 
Abitibi, have been growing rapidly, where the population 'has ris- 
en to 10,000 in the past six or seven years. 



EDUCATION 



I I Education in the Province of Quebec is di- 

vided into three classes, primary, classical 
colleges and universities. The primary 
schools are divided into four branches — 
nursery, elementary primary, intermediate, and superior primary. 
Elementary, primary schools are most common and are attended 
by children between the ages of 5 and 14. The intermediate and 
primary are the model schools, and there is one in most of the vil- 
lages of the province. The superior primary school, also known 
as the academy, completes the primary course of study, the full 
length of which is eight years. There are 300 of them in the pro- 
vince. 

Secondary education is given by the classical colleges and high 
schools, and is a preparation for the study of the liberal profes- 
sions. 

Superior education is given in the four universities of the prov- 
ince, McGll, University of Montreal, Laval and Bishops College 
at Lennoxville. ' 

There are fourteen normal schools, twelve schools of art and manu- 
factures, three agricultural schools, more than fifty household 



science schools, a dairy school, a school of higher commercial 
studies at Montreal, five technical schools, and four schools for 
deiUiiiÉèiand the blind. 



FISHERIES 



The Province of Quebec has fisheries classed 
among the most extensive in the world. They 
are classified into two kinds, sea fisheries un- 
der the control of the Federal Government, 
and the inland fisheries under the control of the Quebec Govern- 
ment. The sea fishes are cod, herring, lobster, mackerel, '.salmon, 
haddock, sea-trout, halibut, hake, seals and whales. The inland 
fisheries are salmbii, trout, eels,, pickerel, carp, bass, cat-flMi, pike, 
white fish, sturgeon and perch. .The touladi or fork-tailed trout are 
also found in several lakes, while Lake St. John, its tributaries and 
outlets are renowned for their' ouananlsh or land-locked salmon. 
The Provincial Government grants to private individuals and reg- 
istered fishing clubs, for a yearly rental, the exclusive right to fish 
in certain rivers and lakes in a territory whose area is specified. 
There are four Hatcheries for re^stocking lakes and rivers with trout ■ 
and salmon. • ' 

The total value of the production of mines in 
the Province of Quebec is over $20,000,000, The 
asbestos mines, containing practically all the as- 
bestos in the world, produces half of that amount, 
employs about 4,000 workmen and pays in wages about $4,000,000. 
The province is well endowed with quarries of great value. 

The gross water power of the rivers 
of the province is estimated at neai'ly 
15,000,000 horse power, and of this to- 
tal about 900,000 h.p. have been devel- 
oped. The development of water power^s is imder the direction of 
the Quebec Streams Commission. Two important storage dams 
havp. been "built The Gouin reservoir at La Loutre, on the St. 
Maurice, is the largest reservoir in the world. It has a capacity of 
160,000,000,000 cubic feet and a water area of 300 square miles. The 
storage permiOs of a regulated permanent flow of water of over 
12,000 cubic feet per second at Shawinigan. The dam on the St, 
Francis river stores 12,000,000,000 cubic feet. The Commission's 
report on the Lake St. John possibilities indicate that if a dam were 
built at its outlet the wajer-powers on the Grande-Dechargc or on 
the Petite-Dechargc woilld be nearly treble', about 800,000 hoiise 
power being then available.

of the ridicn'le and .mui-i-nu ut ni I'u :r 
lofty seniors. Meanwliilc, tlioiish 
shamefacedly fngaged in shaking 
hands and lauffliinj; and taltiins abont 
school, tlicy were I'lllin^^. np with 'the 
pride and rcspeet wliiili tlie atmos- 
phere of the Arts lUiilding so (|tiickly 
gives a man. 

Later they )earrned things, that, the 
pillars arc made of wood for .instail-cc, 
and with rapidly increasing eontldenrè 
and sclf-apprceiaiion, felt prnniiiling- 
to do tilings not iirnpcrly recpiir: d by 
Freshmen.

They won the luter- 
olass Hockey C'lian).Tiioiifhip, and 
many of t'ncm distingui-hcd tliein- 
sclve-; indiTidua-Uy in atlilotirs and on 
the Tolletre ;ca:i;.s. licrc they develop- 
ed a cl.i.-s i '".:i>ciou*ncss which has 
never left thtim. 

But the best of ifricn<ls must part, 
a.nd although on'ly a f^w fc'Il bcrforc 
the second year exan'iinations, t^e 
class was split Tip into llttlw sections 
for the third and fourtli year work 
Some went into Law, sotnc w«rc 
buried in Medicine, and those wiio 
remained trirly Arts found thomsdvcs 
taking lectures in twos and t'lirccs, in 
fixes and eigh;?, and oniy meeting in 
tlv smoking room or at tlic Pig and 
W'liisllc. Then again in response to 
what was again e.xiiected of them they 
showed that marked condition and 
academic understanding on wHich they 
hope to he given tiieir degree at the 
coming Coinocatioii. 

Notice s'linnhl he taken of that rerc 
mony, for it may well he expected that 
the class of .'Vrts '22 wiU ffraduate Aviih 
the eclat which lias always distin- 
guished their doings.

It haf! been fittingly said ihnl Dnii 
tistry is llu; innst " tiislofnl ' ' of jiro 
fessions— fnr tasto centres in •!!•■ 
mouth, and îill denial work is <■;,•■■ 
' •éiiyi'VL the nioutli. It is .safe to say u.i.t 
ttis is tho condu.sion reached by the 
sovon men graduating in Dentistry •with 
tho 01ns.s of 1022. As niatriniiliints 
thoy reach Ihoir dceislons to bcconin 
Dental Undergrads. at Me.Gill, and ils 
Undergraduates at McGill thoy have 
sought to fit thcinsolvos for their grad- 
uation from what at first was tho de- 
partment, but is now the faculty of 
Dentistry. 

Tho elass of '22 entered upon its 
cause with a total enrollment of twen- 
ty-five, it entered tho "Department" 
the largest group on record; howovor, 
tho original quota d.id not long remain 
intact; for various reasons and froin 
various enuscs .some of the students saw 
fit to leave the precincts of tlio Den- 
tal building, until Ihe class membership 
has dwindled to ii total of seven — a 
jjiimber ■which it is to bo hoped will re- 
lin its lucky qnalitios. until, at least, 
Ibo end of tho next two and a half 
veeks. 

As frcslunon the first lliinp about 
McGill that .slniek I his aspiring lot of 
dentistes was thn "rush," which, with 
tho averagn discomforts of tho life of 
a first year man in tho form of phy.sics 
taken with tlio ^Icds, kept nil hands 
well occupied. With second year cnmc 
tho introducliou lo clinieal work, a 
phasn of deiili>lrv which proved de- 
cidedly engrossing (o Iho embryo prac- 
titioners, tho first extraction is fl.s in- 
teresting, if not as intimate, a: pro- 
ecoding to tho denial .student as Jt is 
to tho patient, and its comp}el4on' 
would bo attended by mutual feelings 
of satisfaction. 

Tho final years brought with them 
initiation into (he inlrieaeies of gold 
fillings and lirid^iiig, llie senior men 
frequently playing the i)!irt of demon- 
strators to their less learned juniors. 
Tho Centennial celebrations weic ;i fen 
tnro of -the year, as was also the re- 
placement of the old "Department of 



Dentistry," a new comiwicnt of the 
Medical faeulty, by tho elevation of 
the conr-e (o the status of the "I'acul- 
ly of Dentistry." This was aceoinpan- 
ied by the fitting out of the new clinic 
in tho "General." a fitting inaugura- 
tion of tho "Faculty."
